London, O rt. 29.—Misfortune p u r 
•nod the Germ an arm y in France and 
Belgium along their entire r|g h t wing 
from the N orth sea to Noyon and 
thence past the elbow where the tre ­ 
mendous battle line turns sharply to 
the north, as far as Craonne. 
Repulsed at every point with un­ 
precedented losses, the Germans were 
forced to yield ground, step by step, 
until the end of the day’s hostilities 
found thcMi^ at several points miles 
behind th eir positions of Tuesday. 
North of Ypres the allies advanced 
slowly but steadily, the fighting be­ 
ing continuous ami bloody. 
T he a r­ 
mies of the invader were pushed bark 
In this region alone to tile river l.ys, 
where another desperate stand is be 
lug made. 
F urther north and nearer to the 
North sea, the British 
fleet 
again 
added Its deadly cannonade to Hie 
machine guns 
and 
cannon of the 
French, Belgian and British 
troop* 
opposed to the kaiser’s forces. 
As a 
result the artillery of the invader was 
silenced at m any points and the pres 
sure on the nilled forces beyond the 
Yser relieved to a great extent. The 
German attack grew weaker as the 
cannonade 
from 
tile sea persisted, 
and tile allies gained 
courage 
and 
time to push their 
already 
hard 
pressed opponents farther back. 
Between 
Dlxmunde and N Im po rt 
the 
G erm ans 
on 
two 
successive 
nights attem pted attacks in the dark, 
but were repulsed on each occasion 
with heavy losses. 
As a result, the 
efforts of the aggressors along this 
front appear to lie moderating. 
Ex­ 
haustion shows plainly in the latest 
attem pts of the Germans. T heir rein­ 
forcements, as tfoll as the m ore sea­ 
soned fighters, have been unable to 
keep pace with the demands m ade on 
their strength as a result of the bit 
terness of the struggle. 
South of La Bassee and near Lens 
the French and British forces have 
also been able to make slight pro­ 
gress, while before the heights of 
Craonne the French adm inistered a 
crushing blow to the G erm ans in re 
pulsing a well-timed attack by vastly 
superior num bers. 
The losses on both sides, as In the 
Inst week of fighting, have been ap 
palling. While the German generals 
have not spared their men and have 
been most prodigal with life in their 
efforts to achieve their purposes, the 
forces of the allies, though 
better 
protected and less exposed to dan­ 
ger. have been considerably deplete I 
b f the resistance necessary to fight 
off tile persistent rushes of the Gen 
mans. 
The Duk** of W urtem berg’s arm y 
has lost heavily in the

The Russian Official Statem ent Says

London, Oct. 29.—Defeat

Austro-German forces In Poland by 
the Russians la admitted at Berlin, 
according to a wireless dispatch re 
ceived here from the German capital. 
It states th a t after prolonged fight­ 
ing the Austro-German forces were 
obliged to re tre a t from W arsaw and 
Ivangorod, before Russian reinforce­ 
ments. 
The correspondent of the Times at 
W arsaw , telegraphing under date of 
Tuesday, has this to say of the < arn 
paign in Russian Poland: 
"Radom, fifty-seven miles south of 
Warsaw’, 
was 
taken 
after a hard 
struggle and large bodies of Russian 
cavalry 
occupied Lodz, seventy five 
miles southw est of W arsaw, after con­ 
siderable resistance. 
"The opinion is held that Germany 
has definitely lost her opportunity in 
Poland, largely b eca u se she misjudged 
the attitude of the population, which 
la increasingly anti German." 
T he Petrograd correspondent of th** 
Times, under Tuesday's date, says: 
"The 
news of 
the occupation of 
Lodz is regarded in military circles 
as extrem ely important 
because of 
the presence of a large cavalry col 
limn there which threatens the wdiolc 
line of G erm an communication. The 
G erm ans will be unable to withstand 
the threat to their left flank, and this 
cavalry movement 
may precipitate 
development, compelling the German:: 
to fall hack upon Czenstochowa, in 
Russian Poland, close to the Silesian 
frontier, and to weaken the Austrian 
defensive In Galicia/* 


Germ ans In Full Retreat. 
Petrograd, Oct. 29.- The 
German 
armies, driven, seventy-five miles west 
and south of W arsaw, are trying des 
perately to resum e the offensive. 
Thus far they have not succeeded 
for the Russian vanguard is so close 
to them and In such strength that all 
efforts to stem the rout and reform 
tile lines have been prevented by di 
r e d attacks. 
This battle In Russian Poland, that 
is regarded as the greatest of the 
war, cannot be regarded yet as fin 
Idled. Undeniably, however, the ad­ 
vantage rests now- with the Russian 
forces and there Is every promise that 
the successes will be continued. The 
Grand Duke Nicholas has brought re 
Inforccments to press 
against 
the 
kaiser’s troops. 
At various points the Germ ans have 
forged fnr enough ahead of their pur 
suers to form a semblance of a battle 
line and hnve foughr at bav with in 
tense ferocity. It has been repeated!* 
necessary for the Russians 
to 
use 
the bayonet to dislodge the enemy 
and this has resulted in huge losses 
for both sides. 
The severity of the w eather has 
worked excessive 
hardships among 
the Germans. 
The folowing communication from 
the ftusstan general staff was m ad1 
public: 
"Fighting has begun on the front 
In eastern Prussia. We have repulsed 
fierce German attacks in the region 
of BBakalarzewo. We took at Cornbin, 
on the le.t bank of the Vistula, a 
convoy of prisoners.

Among the G erman troops were many 
new recruits."

Kaiser's Forces .‘Repeated to Be Fall. 
lug Back AU the Way From La 
Batsce to the Sea—Warship* Again 
Bombarding. 


London, Ort. 29.—Misfortune pur 
.■tie.I the German army in France and 
Belgium along their entire right wing 
from the North sea to Noyon and 
thence past the elbow where the tre­ 
mendous battle line turns sharply to 
the north, as far as Craonne. 
Repulsed at every point with un­ 
precedented losses, the Germans were 
forced to yield ground, step by step, 
until the end of the day’s hostilities 
found thOti^ at several points miles 
behind their positions of Tuesday. 
North of Ypres the allies advanced 
slowly but steadily, the fighting be­ 
ing continuous and bloody. 
The ar­ 
mies of the invader were pushed back 
in this region alone to the river bys, 
where another desperate stand is be 
lug made. 
Further north and nearer to the 
North sea, the British fleet 
again 
added its deadly cannonade to the 
machine guns 
and 
cannon of the 
French, Belgian and British troops 
opposed to tile kaiser’s forces. 
As a 
result the artillery of the invader wfas 
silenced at many points ami the pres 
sure on tile allied forces beyond the 
Yser relieved to a great extent. The 
German attack grew weaker as the 
cannonade from the sea persisted, 
and the allies gained* courage 
ami 
time to push their 
already 
hard 
pressed opponents farther back. 
Between 
Dixmunde and Nieuport 
the 
Germans 
on 
two 
successive 
nights attempted attacks in the dark, 
but were repulsed on each occasion 
with heavy losses. 
As a result, the 
efforts of the aggressors along this 
front appear to be moderating. 
Ex­ 
haustion shows plainly in the latest 
attempts of the Germans. Their rein­ 
forcements, as tfell as the more sea­ 
soned fighters, have been unable to 
keep pace with the demands made on 
their strength as a result of the bit 
terness of the struggle. 
South of La Bassee and near Lens 
the French and British forces have 
also been able to make slight pro­ 
gress, while before the heights of 
(’raonne the French administered a 
crushing blow to the Germans in re 
pulsing a well-timed attack by vastly 
superior numbers. 
The losses on both sides, as in the 
last week of fighting, have been ap 
palling. While the German generals 
have not spared their men and have 
been most prodigal with life in their 
efforts to achieve their purposes, the 
forces of tho allies, though 
better 
protected and less exposed to dan­ 
ger, have been considerably deplete I 
by the resistance necessary to tight 
off the persistent rushes of the Ger 
mans. 
The Duke of W urtemherg’s army 
has lost heavily In the 
north 
of 
France, according to a dispatch re­ 
ceived by the Exchange Telegraph 
company from Paris. 
"The Germans,” the message adds, 
"lost 200b in killed and wounded in 
an ill fated night attack on Craonne 
and the regions 
mentioned in the 
French official communication. 
The 
French casualties numbered IOO." 
An Evening News dispatch dated 
northern France says: 
"It is reported here that the Ger 
mans are tailing back all along the 
line from La Bassee to the sea.” ' 
Telegrams received by way of Ba 
sci, Switzerland, Tuesday night from 
Cologne and Colhcnz declare that the 
war on the German right flnak from 
Lille to the North sea has become a 
massacre. During the last six clays, 
it is declared, many 
thousands 
o! 
(firmans have been killed and wound­ 
ed. 
Long trains containing 
wounded 
continue to pour into Cologne, Dub* 
•eldort and Bolden/, 
and the 
Red 
Cross doctors and the hospitals in 
those places are overwhelmed, it is 
stated.
